VALUELESS FOU ALL TIME, 

As there is no geological export oh 
tho ground, it is* ixni>oss!ble to deter;

erted. ..Many hold to the belief that it; 
u-iis the result of nu earthquake which 
c-aused the mountain to fall awa.v; others 
believe it to have been a limestone up- 
hciiviil; while others think it was siu'i- 
I»ly a slide caused jiosriibly by the liiiie 
rock slacking under the influence of the 
tliauing weather of the eprinff. 

It was at firnt believed that the death 
roll W1I.4 swelled to the total number of

The family of the two 
Grahams, whoso homes were sepurac- 
ed by a mile, and the omployec« of 
I'oupore aud McVeigh, -\vhose cabin \ras 
a mile farther east, were buried fully a 
hundix'd feet deep and none of tho bod- 
ies can ever he recovered.

The Canadian Pacific rniiv.ay is a 
heavy loser by the disaster. Two miles 
of line wa.s buried from lifty to one hiin- 
drtnl feet deep, luul a new lino wiil 
liave to be located' aud built. 

The entire loss resulting from tho dis- 
aster, it is. estimated, will amount to 
one million dollars, if not considerably 
more.

News of an nnp:iralleled dlsuster 
reached here yesterilay morning from 
l'"rank, on the line of the Crow's Nest 
P.-iss Uaihva.v. just acro.ss the Kockies, 
and on their Eastern slope — a dis- 
nster nnioiio in tho annals of Canada, 
and terrible m its levy on human life, 
for despatidies received to date place 
the loss of hie at fully 30. A number 
of others are reported injured and the 
loss to property is immense. 

AVhcn the talc of horror was first told, 
it was slated that without the slightest 
warning one of tlie great mountain 
peaks—Turtle Mountain— overlooking tho 
little nniung town, which lies just across 
Old Man s river, spouted a cloud of rock 



nnd debris, and in the early morning 
light, 11 great cloud, which changed to a 
deluge of rocks, niuil. ami debris poured 
dowu the rugged slopes of Turtle moun- 
tain, burying tbo mine buildings and 
tho mouths of tbo tunnels beneath mil- 
lions of tons, engulfing the 21) or moro 
miners of the night shift in tho seilled- 
up mine beyoud the slightest hope of 
rescue, aud burying alive all who were 
in the. mine buildings, and tJiOBO working 
about the mine eutranceg-^tho whole area 
thereabout being buritid. hundreds of feet 
deep. ''••••' 

Old ^Man's river, which hugs close to 
the base of Turtle niountaiu, was damm- 
ed to a depth of 40 or GO feel with tbo 
I fulling rock and debris, and the. hooding 
.Waters spread through and partially 
I interred the mining town upon its bunk. 
I Houses were buried, nnd over SO resi- 
] dents of Frank, were entombed in that 
I great mass of fiilliu); debris, which cov- 
I ered pnrt of the little mining town. 
I What happened the terror-stricken 
survivors were at a loss to say. The 
thousands of tons of rocks hurtling 
through the air, liltering the railway 
track for miles, innl eoveriu.g the wliole 
countryside with debris for over 20 
miles, led tbeni to believe thut a vol- 
canic eruption had ncciu-rcd, hut scien- 
tists doubt this, ns tho sedimentary for- 
mation of tbc district impresses them 
that a volcanic eruption was a contra- 
diction of nature's laws. 

What occurred, in the belief of imany. 
is that the vast store of aaninuilated 
gases in tho workings with which Turtle 
mountain was liDUeyconibed. had exi)lod- 
ed, and literally l)lo\rn off the top of the 
mountain. It is well known that the 
luotiutnin was tiinnele<l vertically, the 
coal property being stojied out after the 
manner of a metalliferous mine, nnd it 
is believed that large stores of gas nc- 
ctimtilated in the upper workings aud 
being ignited, carried death aud disas- 
ter to the unsusiiocting people who wore 
iu the train of tlu! avalanche. 

Although, from the fact that no re- 
c()r<l of a seismic distiu-bance is ret^'orded 
by the seismo.irrapbic apparatus at the 
meteorological ilepartnient in this city — 
which would have been the case had nn 
earthquake occurred— the stories of eye 
witnesses telegraphed from Pernie, 
state that tho whole valley below the 
town of Frank for a mile wide "wns 
shaken up, and immediately afterwards 



what appeared to be a volcanic eruption 
took place ,ou the top of Turtle moun- 
tain. It was. early in the morning,- at. 
4.0(1. a', m., and the people in the em- 
tombed houses crushed beneath tho mass 
of debris, were doubtlessly killed in their 
sleep. In all 50 people, mostly women 
and children, wore known to have been 
cru.-ihed to death beneath the rocks, which 
buried tho liouses, nnd 20 men of the 
night .shift were burled beyond all hope 
of relief in tho mine, whose exit was 
bottled u[) beuenth hundreds of feet of 
rock, and other loss of life occurred in 
the mine luiildings wliich were burled— 
thus the known loss of 'life is almost 
three score. 

The full fatality list is not yet to 
hand, but messages received in Victoria 
tell of some of the known dead. Steve 
.lones, of the 'Dominion hotel, received 
a despatch from Frank that Jack Mc- 
Veigh, who is engaged in the lumbering 
business, nnd had a small saw mill, is 
dead, with f(nir men who worked with 
him. and they nnd their outfit have been 
buried benontb the accumulated earth. 
Pete JlcVeigli and Jim Poupore are 
missing. A. Leitch, wife and four chil- 
dren are among others known of the 
victims of the cruel avalanche. 

The i)opulation of Frank is made up 
almost wholly of coal miners, and those 
de|)endent upon tho mines, or whose 
■business is contingent on the operation 
nf tho mines, which belong 'to the 
Cnnadittn-Aineri<'an Coal Company, nnd 
have a daily output of 300 tons. 

The C. P. U. has sent a wrecking ex- 
pedition from Oranbrook, which arrived 
at the scene of the disaster yesterday 
afternoon. 

n'he to^vn of CF^rnmk, it may be ex-' 
plained, consists of perhaps a hundred 
liouses and othei' buildings all toid.' 
Tlu>se are stretched along a small ilit 
rising on the north side of Old Man 
river, a inountiiin stream possibly tliirty 
yards wide, over whicli rises Tlirt.jc 
niountaiu, unusnally steep — at anj angle 
of perb;ipK 45 degreew. This moiintaiu 
is cut into by the seam of co.al whxli 
furnishes the indin^try and niaiii'tenan-'e 
of the town, not lying horizontnlly, as 
does th(! coal iu the l>'enuo field, but 
leading upward into the inountaiu at .tn 
angle of -perhaps 45 degrees.

Clergy of London Diocese Thus 
Direct Attention to Van- 
berbilt Wedding 



iBome, April 29. — KLug Edward, wear- 
ing the uniform of a field majshal, paid 
his luuch-talked-of visit to the Vaticiui 
today. To keep within tlie strict lines 
of ciuiuette and give ollcjice to neither 
Italy- Jior the church, die King did not 
Juueh. at the embassy, but instead par- 
took of retreslinieuta at the Qiiiriual, 
then briedy stopiied at the enibatisy, af- 
terwa.rds drivii;g to the Vatican. He 
did iiot uso a carriage bcJougtug to the 
Kitig of Italy. 'J.'he \'aticjin. is i>erhai»a 
the most ceremonious court of Iiiiu-ope. 
It is undoubtedly one of the most jiic- 
turesque iuid all costumes worn there arc 
of mediaeval Ume.s. As King Edward's 
carriaj;e, at twenty uiinuies past four, 
outeretl the court of 'Situdamasco, sur- 
I'oauued hy well kuowa loggia of Ita- , 
pbael, andT which has beeu trodden by ■ 
the feet of every sovereign who visited 
Home, with the exception of the present 
SUaU of Persia, Uis .'Majesty was salut- 
ed iby a battalion of the 'Palatine Guards 
in lull unltiorm.. Tatoo was given on 
tho drumheads; theire was no music, as 
l.hero are no papal bands. It is declar- 
ed that since the grotesque rendering 
of the IJeriiian Koyal Anthem by bu- 
gles ou tJie occasion of the visit of the 
tiyiuperor of tienuauy, the experuuent 
of liaviiig liiiisic has Jiot been repeated. 

When the Itoyal jiarty reached the 
i;r:tud staircase leading to the ^i.ipal 
ai)artmeut, King Edward was ^'reeled 
'by the LManpiis Sacchetti, who acted 
lor i'rinco Ituspoli, tlie introdiuor of 
sovereiu'us, who is ill, .\lousei),'no,r 
l-Meriy Uel N'al and i'riiice Autici .Mal- 
lei. At the ii|iper Jaiuling tiiere were 
gmuped in iuniosiu^- array a nuuiber of 
other ecclesiastics, who formed a char- 
neturisiic and uiaguiliceut. appearance. 
Jviiig Edward addressed a few kiiidiy 
words in return Xi>r the hearty greetings 
ulTer'.-il liim. The lioyal party then pro- 
ceeded between ranks of the Siwiss 
Ciiards, who halberds gleamed in the 
Kuiilight that streamed througli the 
wide windows. Tho hum of tie busy 
city fllouo ibroke the deep silence liat 
reigned -withm the Vatican. At the 
'Clementine liatl the party -was mot by 
the ]>ap.il master of chamber, Mgr. 
Bitileti, who -was attended by pei-son- 
uges of tho secret ante chamber. 

■ Upon arriving before tho private 
apartment of the Poik', tho noble guards 
rtjmiered military honors to the British 
soverei^'H. At the conclusion of this 
ceremony, the door of tho Pope's apart- 
iiu'ut was iiuiiiediately opened, and the 
i'oii-tifr was revealed standing at the 
threshold. Ilis hand was extended 
a-waitiug his guest. His lloliuc^is was 
(lre£i«ed in robes of white, and he also 
wore a red velvet cain; bordered with 
ermine. lEven King Edward j)ausod a 
niuiiie.nt wlieii seeing the Pontiff in his 
wliite garments. 

The I'opo's face was the color of 
ivory, but he move<l without assistance 
and -with no apparent diUicuity. From 
liis entire person there seemed to eman- 
ate sentiments of benevolence and spii'- 
ituality. The King and tho Jioad of the 
cliuivh clasped hands -and exchanged a 
few words hi French, King Edwanl 
passed within the papal anartment, the 
<loor was closed ami the Poj)o and tlio 
living were left alono. 

King Eilward remiuiied vrith the Pon- 
tilT for twenty minutes. A bell was then 
rung and Kijig Edward's suite was ad- 
mitted and prcseutcil to tho I'opa. This 
little ceremony seemed to pleaso the 
I'ojitiff immensely. At its conclusion 
dvitig Edward took his leave, the Pojio 
<,'tx)ssing tho room at liis side and sayLug 
his last words at the door. 

From the Vatican King Edward pass- 
ed throut'h the palace of St. I'etcr, 
Avhere he was warmly greeted in Eng- 
lisli by a iiuniher of iScottisli pilijriius 
now in Kome, who shouted '•Hurrah 
for the King!" Had King lOdward 
kniked up at that moment he would have 
seen a figiiro in :i window of the palace 
—it watj Pope Leo, contrasted with the 
Jiritish sovercigu, who stood below iu 
tlio sunlight and tho centre of the .oni- 
luatiou of tho inuneuse plaza. The soli- 
tary wJrite figure iii the palace wmdow 
seemed to further the idea of t'hc Pope 
as a prisoner. Instead of i*eturplug to 
tlio British cmbas^, the King drove to 
the Quirinal. ' 

King Ed'ward this morning reviewed' 
iiO,000 Italian troops assembled in tho 
parade ground. It was an imposing 
spectacle and splendid weather contrib- 
uted to the brilliancy of tlie scene. 

King E<lwaird, with Queen Helena, 
left tho Quirinal in au open carriage, 
<'scorle(i by dragoons. As they pro- 
ccrdc<l through the streets, they were 
enthusiastically acclaimed by larg'! 
crowds, and aiTiving ' at tho paxiido 
grounds, received an ovation from tho 
large as.semblage of peoj>lo who sur- 
roundiMl tho grounds. King Vi<'lor Em- 
iiianiiel. ai'conipanied by I'riuces of the 
House of iSavoy, tlieii galloped forward 
to receive King Edward and Queen 
Helena, and escorted them to the tri- 
buni'. Militaa-y manoeiivros followed. 
They lasted an hour, after which the 
t\v<> moiiurchs returiie<l to the Quirinal, 
re<jeiving a continuous ovation all the 
way. 

King Edward expressed to King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel hds odmhratibni of the 
spleudid appearance and perfect disciii- 
line of the Italian troops.

The colony is lum- 
bered up with all kinds of faming ma- 
chinery nnd household goods of an nt- 
terly unsuitable character, and by ex- 
perience and training the colonists are 
about the most unfit people who could 
possibly be conceived to make their 
homes in the wilderness. The colonists 
seem to have absolutely lost heart at 
Saslcatoon, hut apparently the govern- 
ment agent has been successful in put- 
ting 'fresh heart into thorn by assuring 
them that" they would not be left to 
starve, that tho goveinmcnt would see 
them through, and that ill they put their 
labor and money out under proper direc- 
tion they would bo ultimately successful. 
The feeling in Canada towards the col- 
onists will he one of warm sympathy nnd 
oncouragoment, and tliu goverument'.s 
obligation to see tliom through must bo 
carried out at anx cost to the country;

In Canada that 
undercurrent lias been for some years 
past, and will l>e fur snuio jears to come, 
the rivalries and alliances of railway 
companies. It is astonishing to what 
an extent these affect the politics of the 
country. The question of tariff revision 
undoubtedly aft'octed the relations be- 
tween Mr. Tarte and the present gov- 
ernment, but the immedinto necessity of 
tariff revision was not a Vtsnei deration 
of sufflcicnt moment to have caused tho 
Tarte episode, provided its uliimate re- 
vision along tho lines laid down by Mr. 
Tnrto was not definitely negatived. Any 
one reading between tlie hues of Air. 
Fielding's Budget Speech, could see that 
when tarilT revision does come, if it 
comes at the hands of tlio present gov- 
ernment at all, it will bo in the direc- 
tion of more adequate protection to 
Canadian industry. It may not go as 
far as Mr. Tarte would desire, but it 
will certainly go furtlier than he had 
been able to drag the government while 
ho remained a member of It, and if so, 
wliy should he leave the government at 
the t,ini(^ he did upon such i^j issue? The 
attitude ot tiie govci'nment towards the 
tariff shows pretty plainly that tho atti- 
tude of Ur. Tarte towards tho tariff was 
not the determining factor in his rela- 
tions with tho government. If not, then 
that determining factor must have been 
tho transportation problem as it affects 
the interests and development of Can- 
ada. Now there are quite a number of 
l^ooplo who believe that the political as- 
pect o; the tnuisportation question sim- 
ply consists in the aniliiition ot particu- 
lar jolitjciaiii; to iiarti(;nlrtr railway com- 
ri'iuircH. ' It is a cheap view, and it is 
hot a true one. The political aspect of 
the transportnUon question is to make 
the interests of the different railway 
companies conform to the interests of 
llu. country. Tliis may at any time in- 
volve tlie furthering of certain railway 
Interests and the antagonizing of others. 
M'hereupon politicians are immediately 
dubbed by smnll-mindod critics as in tjio 
pay of these several railway corpora- 
tions. Tho fact that Mr. Tarte differed 
from his colleagues on the transportation 
question would immediately be ascribed 
to his being in the piiy of a different 
corporation from tliat which siilisidized 
his colleagues, not to his having a dif- 
ferent idea of the course which should 
characterize the railway development of 
the country. Mr. Tarte stood very 
strongly for a national system of trans- 
portation cementing the different sec- 
tions of Canada with each other, and 
enalding Canada to transact her oversea 
husincss iit her own ports. If it was 
this stand on Mr. Tarte's part which 
caused the acute differences between 
himself and the government, and there 
is little doubt that it was, . then, it is 
(luite clear, that the Liberal govcni- 
ment is no believer in a national policy 
of reciprocal Canadianism in transporta- 
tion matters. The position of Mr. Tarte 
bus ceased to be interesting to anyone 
except Mr. Tarte, hut the position of 
the Conservative party is exceedingly 
interesting to tlie people of Canada, not 
merely because it is an important issue, 
but because it is destined to emerge as 
a definite lighting issue beforo very long. 
.Speaking the other day at Montreal, Mr. 
R. li. Borden accused the government 
of not having dealt with the question of 
transportation in a systematic way. A 
great many railway subsidies had been 
given, and a great deal of money spent, 
but the expenditure liad not been sys- 
tematically directed to hringing Cana- 
dian commerce through Canadian aven- 
ues to Canadian ports. This is the first 
time that v;e have noticed Mr. Borden 
in any of his public utterances as leader 
of tho Conservative party, (leal with the 
political aspect of transportation in de- 
tail, and in his usual thoughtful and 
lucid way, he has laid down a policy 
under wliich tl;c Conservative party will 
not only he glad to fight, but which will 
attract many recruits to Conservative 
ranks.

It ■will be remembered that the order 
for the third readiug' was discharged, 
and the act ordered to be reconsidered, 
•when it had arrived at this stage a 
member of the House moved, that clause 
4, "Tliia act shall l>c conlincd in its 
operation to incorpcu'ated cities," lie ad- 
ded to tlie bill, as a new section, the 
adoiition of tliis cl'iuse hy tlie House 
hiis remlered the bill nearly useless. 

Wo rej,'ret that the act is confiucd 
in its operaticins to incorporated cilies, 
because as a rule the iiiliiiiiiau owner 
turns a damaged or ilisabled animal out 
upon some common or unused land out- 
side tho boundary of any city. 

The act has been tried and found to 
■work' very satisfactorily in other coun- 
tries, and there is no reason ■why it 
.should be otherwise in liritish Colum- 
bia. 

At the annual iiieotiiii; of tliis society 
in Halifax, Xova Scotia, speaking of the 
act passed by. their legislative assembly, 
it says: 

"This has been one of the most ef- 
fective statutes yet passed, many use 
less animals have been sununarily seiz- 
ed and humanely destroyed during tho 
past year by our ageuts, thus saving the 
long prosecutions, which heretofore 
caused trouble and expense." 

And auotlicr Victoria S. P. C. A. 
(llelbourne) has an act, which reads: 

"Any animal found abandoned or dis 
eased, injured or disabled to such ai 
' extent that its existence involves con- 
thiued suffering, nmy bo destroyed of 
any tivo justices, whether such anima 
shall have lieen the cause of a prose- 
cution or not." 

The eoiiiiuittec of the Society for tlie 
I'reventiou of Cruelty to .Vuimals 
spectfully solicits your support to the 
amendment to be introduced by H. U 
Helmckeii, ICsq., Jf. I'. 1'., to the act 
passed last session by leaving out 
clause 4 and substituting for it the fol 
lowing words: 

4.liWhenever ,it may he necessary in 
order to protect any animal from 
neglect, any peace odlcer may take pos 
session of the same; and whenever ai 
animal is imiiouuded, yarded or con- 
fined without necessary food, water, or 
proper attention for more than fifteen 
(15) successive hours, any peace ollicor 
may from time to time and as often 
as may he necessary, enter into and 
upon any place in which such animal 
is so impounded, yarded, or confined, and 
s'.ipply with necessary food, water and 
attention as long as it reuiains there, or 
may, if necessary or cou\enient, remove 
suchA-anlmal > and ■ shall not be liable to 
any 'faction for sucli entry;, iu all the 
cas^^i'the owner ' or custodian of such 
animal^ if known, sball be immediately 
notified of such action by the person 
takiiig possession of such animal; if the 
owner or custodian shall not, within five 
days after noti<'e of such action, re- 
deem such -animal by paying all expenses 
inciirrcil by such action, and thereafter 
supply such animal with necessary food, 
water and proper attention, such animal 
shall be held to bo an cstray, and shall 
be dealt with as such. The necessary 
expense for food and attention given 
to any auimai under the jirovisious of 
this section may be collected of the 
owner of the animal, and the animal 
shall not be exempt from levy and sale, 
upoii' exccntiou issued upon a judgment 
thuref oi-e.
